ART BUCHWALD'S PARIS: 
NOSTALGIA, SAUCE PIQUANTE 


A well-traveled newsman, noting a copy of “Art Buchwald's Paris”, 
published this week by Atlantic-Little Brown, remarked: "It's a nice Paris, 
Art Buchwald's." He was right. 

The Paris to which Art went in 1948 and where he has remained is the 
Paris where all good Americans go when they die--the city where everything 
seems as unreal and hard to grasp as a handful of smoke, a city which in 
the telling loses all the bad and takes on all the good, both real and 
imagined. 

In this collection of columns from the European edition of the New York 
Herald Tribune, Art runs up and down a gamut of fascinating entities and 
non-entities, instructs on wine and food, and carries on his long and inter- 
mittently successful campaign against dogs in French restaurants. 

Art went to Paris on the GI Bill, supplemented his income with some 
slightly shady transactions in gasoline-ration tickets, and eventually 
wound up reviewing movies and restaurants for the Trib. His present 
syndicated column is the outgrowth of the reviews and Paris After Dark." 

Earlier, he served in the Marines, where one 

of his exploits was to publicize the 1945 football 
team at the Marine Corps Air Station at Cherry 
Point, N.C., a team which some experts have 

eailled one of the worst in history. Art's star 
performance in this role was a wild luncheon 
which featured a Washington sports columnist and 
fried shrimp. 

When he went to Paris, he lived in a Montparnasse Hotel called the Hotel 
des Etats-Unis, chiefly famous in those days as the headquarters for Garry 
Davis's Citizens of the World movement, then in the hands of some of the most 
scraggly beards and dirty duffle coats the world has yet seen. With abounding 
success, he has moved into an apartment on the Quai d'Orsay. But in his 
columns, it is quite apparent that his heart still is with the strange and 
wondrous characters he used to SR a lot more of. Art Buchwald's Parisians 
are primarily the young, terribly intense ones, and reeding about them is 
sitting again on the terrace of the eee the R al St. Germain, and Cafe 
de Flore. Art's is also an American Paris, fiile vice Texans and songwriters, 
a Paris of 24-hour-a-day press agents, movie stars eae French lessons, and 
a Paris where movie subtitles have an actor greeting oo r on the street 
of a Western town with: “Bonjour, M. le Commi ae, it? @ mice Paris.
